Jour Eyes. T remember G. W. queried of me, Gomunt. Conv. p. 1 5. Whtther 
T, when a Quaker, denied Jeſus of Nazareth to be the Efficient Cauſe of 21an's 
Salvation? Anſw. I do believe I then did-not hold the worſt part of 
Qnakeriſm, as by my Book de Chr. Lib. &c. (which he ſo often quotes 
© juſtifie the Qzakers from what I now charge them with) may be ſeen, 
yet I do freely acknowledge, that I was in great Errors, particularly 
rouching the Point of Juſtification, for I then expected Salvaricn thro' my 
Obedience to the Light which the Quakers taught was ſufficient to Sal- 
vation. But fince ir plealed God to open my Eyes, 1 believe that Salva- 
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tio.: {- attained through the Mercy of God in Chrift Jeſus, by Faith in 
the Merits of his Paſſion, and Obedience to his Precepts. 

Again G. W, ſays, Count, Conv. p. 29. © Not reading the Scriptures in 
© our Mectings ; for Worſhip is no Proof that we have not a- Spiritual 
© Worſhip, nor Evidence that we disbelieve the Do&rines contained in 
© them. Anſw. I do not give ut as the only Evidence, but as a Demon- 
ſtration ; yet if you Uid in good earneſt believe the Do&rines and Pre- 
cepts of Chriſt in- the Goſpel to be bleſſed and holy, as you pretend, 
you would read the Scripture, and prefer the Bible before any other 
Book extant in the World ; you would read the Scriptures in your 
Meetings, -if any Book at all: and if you recommend any Book toyour 
Friends beyond Sea, it would be the Scripture. But ſince you do nei- 
ther, but inftead thereof read and recommend your own Epiſtles, and 
that, as you ſay, for the ſpreading of Truth, this is a Demonſtration that

CUTION OF THEIR OIWN CONSPIRACIES) Nay, for al, their venerable 
eſteers of the Popes Infallibility, they have not ſtuck to cenſure his roaring Bulls, 
(THOUGH PROCURED BY THEIR OWN MEANS) and all that might 
expreſs their new tenderneſs, that many unacquainted with their prattices, arerea- 
dy ro believe them what they ſay themſelves to be, whoſe Moral is, to have two 
ſtrings to their Bow, to be ambodexter, and furniſlt with meanings to ſute the 
compaſs of all occaſions.

and told them, That if they did not anſwer me according to their Propoſition , 
that I ſhoald expoſe them ( which Iwas loath to do for the ſake of ſome among 
them).

ſhewed, from the Example of Dr. Robert Barns , Biſhop Latimer,. Martin 
Zather, and others, who in humility made Confeſlton of their Sirs , of 
their Errours, and of their ignorant Zeal; and then magnified the good- 
neſs of GOD, in diſcovering to them his ſaving health. And why ſhould 
you be over confident ? why ſhould not you examin' the Scriptures ? 
Come try a little, lay all prejudice afide ; though you may not believe 
mes whom your Teachers have prejudic'd you againſt, yet believe the 
Scriptures I have quoted, and let = Arguments have place amongſt 
you, fo far as they are bottomed on the Authority of the Scriptures, and 
no further, I intreat you. I know you have been told much about G, 
For, of his coming-out of the North, of his being clothed with Righteouſneſs,

G. For) why doyou print, and amuſe, and trouble the World 2 what 
are you aſhamed to hear of 'your Blaſphemies? are yow aſhamed to hear 
your pernitious Principles diſcovered, and your damnable Hereſies rip't 
up, and laid open ? Is not Pilate dead ? many Idolatrous Popes dead? 
what then ? muſt we not continue their Crimes,and ſhew their Villanies? 
Is not Arizs dead, and many Hereticks dead ? muſt we not therefore 
write againſt the Arians, and ſhew the tendency of his pernitious Princi- 
ples, which grow as Seeds ſown by the wicked one. But by TUhitehead's 
Learning we muſt not remindthe World of theſe Idolators and Perſecu- 
tors, that others may be aware of ſuch as hold the ſame Tenets? What 
does your Profeflion begin to ſtink, as Geo. Keith truly. fays , and become 
nauſeous to yourown Noſes ; then uſe juſt means to bury it, by a genu- 
ine Retractation, 'or elſe call fer no ſilence ; for if you do, I will joyn 
with Biſhop Hall in the ſaying of that Heroical Luther, CURSED BE THE

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SILENCE THAT HERE FORBEARETH. For I am not now, as M- 
Luther once ſaid, writing againſt the Papiſts, picking at the Rind , but 
plucking at the Root, even at the Foundation of your Errours, and that 
makes you angry, and fret, and chafe : Bur ail is to no purpoſe; no peace 
ſo long as the whoredoms of Fezebe] remain. Repent therefore and a- 
mend, that is the way to find mercy with GOD. Retract and renounce 
your Errours by fome publick and general A, and that is the way to i- 
lence the Pens of HIS Servants ; or elſe it will be as Mr. Penyman lately 
. told you in your Meetings in London, viz. That a fire # kindled that cannot 
be quenched, for the burning « of the great and mighty GOD. But why do I 
. talk of Repentance,ſince in Scripture I find Confeflion is the fore-runner 
of Repentance, and Confeſſion you cannot abide, as I have already ob- 
ſerved : For let any man read a thouſand of your Epiſtles, and they ſhall 
not find one Conteflion of Sin, nor asking Pardon for Chri//*s fake: And 
let any man go toa thouſand of your Meetings, and they ſhall never hear 
any one of your Miniſters make Confeflion of Sins, and beg Pardon for 
the ſame ; which is enough, if no more could be faid againſt you, to. 
prove you of a different Faith and praQice from the Prophets and Apoſtles, 
Saints and Martyrs, and all good Chriſtians to this day ; as well as to- 
ſhew that you are in the ſteps of the Phariſees: Read Euke 18. 11,12.

And 
that I may not leave this without a Preſident, for I love to keep to mat- 
ter of fact, pray take a view of one of the QUakers Prayers in print, 
I mean that perfe& Pharifee GH, TUhttehead, in his Book Judgment fix- 
ed, Ec. Thou knoweſt, O Lord, that though thou haſt endued me with a Chri-- 
ftian Spirit, and with Faith, Patience, and. Rejoycing under all my Sufferings 
and Tribulations for thy Names ſake—yet Thou haſt alſo endued me with a Spi- 
rit of righteous Judgment, Underſtanding and Zeal for thy holy Name, 
&C. . 
And though this Prayer contains near five Pages, yet not one word of 
Confeflion of Sin ; not a word of begging Pardon for Chriſt's fake; but. 
like the proud Phariſee, Thou haſt endued me with righteous Fudgment, with 
Underſtanding, with Zeal: He 1s not as other men, And read all their 
printed Papers, and you will find them of the fame tendency, and not 
like the Prayers of GOD's People in any Age or Generation, as in my laſt 
New Rome, @*c.
